My reason for asking is 
a paragraph I just read in a history book that said 
the Greek and Latin-speaking nations, as far back 
as the year) 550, received their silk from Persia.

(You were right the first time. The Chinese had 
developed the art of silk-making untold centuries 
earlier, and kept the process a secret. The fin- 
ished silk was carted by overland caravans from 
China to Persia, and from there it was re-shipped 
to Greece and other Latin countries, An alterna- 
tive route was by way of India and the Red Sea 
to Alexandria, Egypt. It might interest you to 
know that, about this same time, two monks, who 
had been traveling in China, managed to hide 
some eggs of the silkworm and collect secret in- 
formation on the care of the worm and the pro- 
duction of silk, which they turned over to the 
authorities at Constantinople. These silkworm 
eggs led to the first production of silk outside 
China.—Bonnie,)

teresting fact—that thousands of years B,C., ex- 
tire tribes built their villages right on the lakes. 
Can you tell me where and how this was done?

(This unique way of living was developed, about 
3,000 B.C., in the great mountains of Europe, 
especially in Switzerland. Houses were built out 
from the shore of lakes on piles, At one place, as 
many as 50,000 piles were driven into the lake 
bottom, to support overwater villages. The bridge, 
which was usually built to provide access to land, 
could be raised, thus cutting off all possibility of 
attack, except by boat. The houses were framed 
of wood, and had roofs uid sides of bark, reeds, 
or rusbes-—Rip Haster.)
